1 . SUMMARY: DAS VISITED SYDNEY JUNE 1 1 - 1 3 TO OPEN THE NEW 
UNITED STATES MARKETING CENTER (IMC); IN COURSE OF SYDNEY 
VISIT, MET WITH KEY LOCAL AND STATE GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, 

LOCAL AND AMERICAN BUSINESSMEN INTERESTED IN THIS NEW 
AMERICAN INITIATIVE IN ITS EXPORT EXPANSION PROGRAMS 
(AUSTRALIAN AND REGIONAL) AND HAD OPPORTUNITY TO VIEW NEW AND 
EXPANDED PREMISES WITHIN SYDNEY CONSULATE GENERAL FOR E/C 
PROGRAMS AND PARTICULARLY THOSE RELATING TO CCP PROGRAM. DAS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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VISITED CANBERRA JUNE 13-14 WHERE HE HAD OPPORTUNITY TO MEET 
WITH GOA OFFICIALS; KEY AUSTRALIAN PRIVATE SECTOR REPRESENTATIVES; 
TO BRIEE THE COUNTRY TEAM ON STATUS OE INTER-AGENCY 
TASK FORCE TO DEVELOP NATIONAL EXPORT POLICY; AND TO MEET THE 
PRESS. VISIT WAS USEEUL, TIMELY, PRODUCTIVE AND HELPFUL, 
PARTICULARLY AT THIS TIME WHEN GOA SO CONCERNED ABOUT 
GENUINE COMMITMENT OF USG TO CORRECTING WHAT IT PERCIEVES TO 
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BE THE U.S. ECONOMIC ILLS, IN PART, THROUGH EXPORT EXPANSION.

2. SYDNEY PROTION OF VISIT: THE IMC. THE LOCUS OE THE DAS 
VISIT IN SYDNEY WAS, OE COURSE, THE NEW IMC. HE WAS THE 
PRINCIPAL SPEAKER IN THE OPENING CEREMONIES AND HIS STRONG 
EMPHAIS IN HIS REMARKS ON THE "NEW BUSINESS CREATING EEFECTS" 

OF THE IMC WAS WELL RECEIVED BY THE VIP AUDIENCE AND BY THE 
PRESS. THE OPENING CEREMONIES WERE GIVEN EXCELLENT PRESS 
COVERAGE AND INCLUDED THE DAS,THE CHARGE OF THE EMBASSY, THE 
CONSUL GENERAL, THE DEPUTY LEADER OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT, 

AND THE MAYOR. THE TOUR OF THE EXHIBITIN - WHOSE THEME WAS 
"THE OEEICE OE TOMORROW" PROVIDED THE DAS AND THE OFEICIAL 
PARTY AN OPPORTUNITY TO MEET THE REPRESENTATIVES OE THE EIETY 
(50) AMERICAN FIRMS EXHIBITING THE LATEST IN AMERICAN 
EQUIPMENT, SYSTEMS AND TECHNOLOGY. THE IMC WILL PROVIDE 
DETAILS OE THIS ASPECT OE THE OEFICIAL OPENING CEREMONIES AND 
PROGRAM (INCLUDING PRESS COVERAGE AND PHOTOGRAPHS) IN ITS 
END-OF-SHOW REPORT. 

3. SYDNEY PORTION OF VISIT ALSO AEEORDED OPPORTUNITY EOR 

DAS TO OBSERVE THE STRONG DEPARRMENT OE STATE COMMITMENT TO 
E/C PROGRAMS, AND PARTICULARLY THE SUPPORT OF THE CCP 
CONCEPT, BY TOURING THE NEW SYDNEY PREMISIES OE THE CONSULATE 
GENERAL AND TO MEET THE O'S AND ESLS SUPPORTING THE CCP AND 
THOSE PROGRAM ACTIONS FOCUSED ON THE IMC; TO MEET WITH KEY 
LIMITED OEEICIAL USE 
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BUSINESSMEN CONCERNED WITHTHE USDOC SUPPORT OP THE NEW IMC 
AND PARTICULARLY WITH THOSE COMPRISING THE AUSTRIALA-AMCHAM'S 
BUSINESS LIAISON COMMITTEE (BLC) WHO MET WITH THE AMBASSADOR 
AND THE COUNTRY TEAM IN CANBERRA IN MAY (SEE CANBERRA 4109, 
REFTEL G). THESE KEY BLC MEMBERS WERE INCLUDED IN THE IMC 
OPENING CEREMONIES AND IN A DINNER GIVEN BY THE CONSUL GENERAL 
ON JUNE 13. AMONG OTHER COMMENTS BY THE BLC MEMBERS, WERE

4. CANBERRA PORTION OP VISIT: THE DAS KICKED-OPP HIS

MILITARY SALES; IRS; LAB AT: AGAT) ON THE INTER-AGENCY TASK

ALSO AEEORDED THE DAS AN OPPORTUNITY WHILE IN CANBERA TO MEET 
WITH SENIOR GOA OFEICERS OF FOREIGN INVESTMENT DIVISION OE 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY; THE DEPATMENT OF TRADE AND 
RESOURCES; THE ECONOMIC DIVISION OE THE DEPARTMENT OE EOREIGN 
AEFAIRS; THE OVERSEAS RELATIONS DIVISION OE THE TREASURY; 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF PRIMARY INDUSTRY ; THE AUSTRALIAN MINING 
INDUSTRY COUNCIL; KEY AUSTRALIAN BANKS (THE BANK OF NEW SOUTH

TION OF THE NECESSITY OF THE MAINTENANCE OF AN OPEN MARKET- 
ORIENTED ECONMIC SYSTEM AS AN ESSENTIAL PART OF THE USDOC 
INPUTS TO THE PRESIDENT'S INTITIATIVES IN INTERNATIONAL FORA AS 
WELL AS IN SUCH DOMESTIC INTIATIVES AT THE INTER-AGENCY 

TASK FORCE TO DEVELOP A NATION EXPORT POLOICY. IN THIS CONTEXT, 
THE DAS FOCUSED HEAVILY ON AND GAVE STRONG EMPHASIS TO THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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FACT THE USG IS NOT PROTECTIONIST AND IS NOT SUPPORTING PROGRAMS 
THAT ARE. HE NOTED THAT THE FOCUS OF HIS AGENCY IS TO HELP 
U.S. BUSINESSMEN TO EXPAND EXPORTS AND OVERSEAS BUSINESS 
OPPORTUNIES AS THE MAIN WAY TO RE-DRESS OUT TRADE DEFICIT 
AND HE MADE THIS POINT OFTEN AND HARD. INDEED, ALTHOUGH TE 
PRESIDENT'S DECISION TO INCREASE BEEF IMPORTS BY 200 MILLION 
POUNDS WAS THE MAIN FOCUS OF PRESS ON MATTERS OF ECONOMIC 
IMPORTANCE DURING THE PERIOD OF THE VISIT (SEE CANBERRA 4728), 

THE DAS NEVERTHELESS WAS ABLE (IN A NOBLE EFFORT) TO DEFLECT 
NATIONAL PRESS QUESTIONS DURING HIS CONFERENCE AND TO FOCUS 
ATTENTION ON THE USG COMMITMENT TO THE SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION 
OF THE MTN AND ON OUR OWN EXPORT EXPANSION PROGRAMS.

7. THE VISIT OF DAS MORAN PROVIDED A GREAT BOOST TO THE 
EMBASSY'S OVERALL OBJECTIVES OF GETTING ACROSS LOUD AND CLEAR 
(NATIONAL PRESS CONFERENCE) TO THE GOA THAT THE USG IS 
SERIOUS ABOUT ITS UNDERTAKINGS AT HOME AND ABROAD TO FREER 
TRADE AND OPEN-MARKET SYSTEMS. THE INTER-AGENCY TASK FORCE 
TO DEVELOP A NATIONAL EXPORT EXPANSION POLICY; THE NEW IMC 
AND ITS REGIONAL FOCUS; THE STRONG COMMITMENT OF THE USG TO 
THE SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION OF THE MTN AND, OF CORSE, PERFORECE, 
THEPRESIDENT'S DECISION TO INCREASE AMERICAN BEEF IMPORTS 
ANNOUNCED JUST PRIOR TO HIS VISIT, WERE AMONG THE POINTS 
MADE ALSO BY THE DAS TO GOA OFFICIALS. THE EMBASSY ALAS, IS 

NOT ABLE TO COMMENT AT THIS JUNCTURE WITH ANY CONVICTION THAT 
THE BLC COMMITTEE OF THE AMCHAM HAS GONE BEYOND ITS "STONG 
ORAL SUPPORT" FOR THE IMC IN TERMS OF THE ENTIRE QUESTION 
OF FEE STRUCTUES; BUDGETARY QUESTIONS OF A NAGGING NATURE, 

I.E., THE COST OF THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW IMC; THE 
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RENTAL FOR OFF-SITES AND HOW ITS "STRONG SUPPORT" CAN BE 
TRANSLATED INTO CONCRETE PROPOSALS FOR SUPPORT OF THE IMC 
PGOGRAMS EOR WHICH IT LOBBIED SO HARD IN WASHINGTON. THESE 
QUESTIONS WILL FEATURE IN FUTURE EMBASSY-BLC MEETINGS TO 
FOLLOW UP ON THE REPORT OF THE MAY MEETING (CANBERRA 4109).
